GERMANS BELIEVE 
GREAT OFFENSIVE 
OF ALLIES FAILURE 
rn

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY AT I 
PERONNE. July 24, via Berlin, Ara-! 
sterdam and London.— The German 
line has withstood the first shock of 
the combined British and French of­ 
fensive spelling failure for the a1-J 
lied drive. 
This is the individual opinion o f ! 
officers and men 
here. 
where the 
shock of the French thrust was most 
formidable. Lack of co-operation and j 
inability of the allies to "follow up" 
their initial forward movement have 
given complete confidence 
to 
the 
German army that it can withstand j 
whatever else the allies may have 
in store. 
That complete confidence is felt 
is illustrated in the fact that Kaiser 
Wilhelm, having viewed the German 
lines, departed for the east front, 
certain of the ability of his troops to 
hold their line in Flanders. 
The wedge with which the French 
pushed forward in their drive is now 
really dangerous to them since the 
German artillery has seized the op­ 
portunity to flay their flanks. 
The French are attempting to ex­ 
tend this wedge by thrusting toward 
the south, in the direction of Roys— 
but. in the opinion of all with whom 
I talked here, this attempt comes too 
late. 
What the French might have ob­ 
tained had they followed up their 
first swing is now impossible of at­ 
tainment. Peronne itself has not suf­ 
fered so far 
in 
the 
fighting but 
Chaulnes has been heavily bombard­ 
ed. Barleux Maisonette, at the ex­ 
treme point of the French wedge, is 
being violently showered by shrapnel. 
Biaches is in German hands except 
a few small houses. 
Apparently the 
French movement forward has te m ­ 
porarily ceased.

MEASURING OUR RIVERS 
By Frederic J. Baskin 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2ft.— 
The geological survey has just Is­ 
sued its latest report on the Water­ 
flow of the Colorado river and its 
tributaries. 
Hundreds 
of 
tables 
showing the discharge of hundreds 
of streams in second-feet of water 
fill the pages. Looking at the solid 
columns of figures, a plain citizen 
was moved to ask an officer of the 
survey a question. 
"W hat is the purpose of carrying 
on this sort of measurement daily 
year after year?" he queried. "Why 
do you keep a big fore© of men read­ 
ing gauges and estimating velocities 
in the same place on the same river 
for fifteen years? 
Why don’t you 
measure a stream and have done with 
it?" 
The officer told him a story. "I 
inspected a dam down in the far 
southwest a few years ago," h© said. 
"It was an excellent piece of work, 
well constriuted and perfectly able 
to hold the waters that it was design­ 
ed to impound. 
There w’as only one 
thing the matter with it. 
The water 
that it should have backed up wasn’t 
there. 
The lake above it, made by 
its building, was as dry as the great 
Sahara. 
It was a dam without wa­ 
ter, blocking an •rapty channel. They 
were actually pumping water into the 
reservoir in an attempt to keep a 
few trees alive. 
There hadn’t been 
enough rain to run down the sides of 
the embankment for eight years." 
"Why did they build a dam then?" 
the questioner wanted to knew. 
"Oh. when they looked over the 
site and decided to build, there was 
plenty of water—a fine river. 
It 
looked like a good thing. 
There had 
been plenty of water in the river for 
years past. 
Everybody in the neigh­ 
borhood regarded the river as a per­ 
manent institution 
It may flow in 
the future again freely enough. Rut 
a series of dry years happened to 
strike the region, and for those years 
the river disappeared." 
Of course a dam in such a situation 
is almost a dead loss. To be of any 
use to settlers and farmers a w’ater 
supply must be dependable. It must 
be there every year; 
because 
the 
country cannot afford to -wait eight 
years between crops. 
And in the land 
of little rain, where irrigation is the 
only method of farming, a differ­ 
ence of five or six inches in annual 
rainfall, that would be unnoticed in 
the eastern half of the continent, is 
the difference between ample water 
and drought. 
The only way to determine with 
real scientific accuracy 
just 
what 
may be expected from a river system 
in the way of water supply la to 
measure the flow 
of 
the 
main 
stream and its tributaries day in and 
day out for a long period of years. 
Climatic changes seem to move in 
long slow' cycles. 
Only by extended 
observations can the real available 
water supply be determined with the 
reliability that 
is 
essential before 
capital should be risked in schemes 
for reclamation, power and other de­ 
velopment. 
And this extended ob­ 
servation is the work that the geo­ 
logical survey la carrying on in its 
stream measurements at lftftO sta­ 
tions. 
A case like that of the dam whose 
river went dry and whose sides were 
hardly dampened with rain in eight 
years i* of course extreme and excep­ 
tional. 
A much smaller variation in 
the amount of w*ater between wet 
years and dry years can make just

as effective a difference between pro-] 
fit and loss. If a dam Is built for lr-1 
rigation on a basis of certain ex-!

just how little water will flow in a 
dry year. In the east the chief point 
to be determiner? is usually just the J 
opposite— how much water must b e ’; 
guarded against in a year of flood.; 
With the disastrous floods in the I 
southeastern states just beginning oj 
recede, leaving their wake of dam-j 
age and death behind them, there is; 
a concrete example of the necessity o f 1 
determining with scientific accuracy, 
just what stream flow is likely to- 
be. 
Large and destructive 
floods 
in i 
some part of the country are mat-! 
ters of annual occurrence.Flood dam-! 
age in the United States is estimated; 
at more than $109,000,000 a year.; 
A certain part of this, perhaps a con-! 
siderable part, is popularly consider-! 
ed as unavoidable. But flood preven-j 
tion is a recognized function of these 
domestic duties of government. 
A 
great deal of the damage is undoubt­ 
edly due to human encroachments on 
the danger zone of the larger rivers. 
Wharves and docks, even streets and 
cities are built on land that is in 
ordinary years well out of harm ’s 
way, but that lies, in flood years, in 
the river’s abnormal channel. Only by 
recording all the fluctuations of a 
river and its tributaries for decades 
is it possible to determine in advance 
whore selecting sites for new develop­ 
ments In guilding. whether the land 
in question is liable 
to 
inundation 
or not. 
The m**asurei$ipnt of stream flow 
is becoming an increasingly import­ 
ant activity of the federal govern­ 
ment with each passing year. There 
is an ever-increasing 
demand 
for 
power, along with an ever-decreas­ 
ing supply of available fuel. The wa­ 
ter power resources of the country 
ar© becoming more and more essen­ 
tial; they are being harnessed and 
developed vigorously, but everything 
that has been done in this direction 
is insignificant 
compared to what 
might be done. 
And water power has 
this advantage over power derived 
from burning fuel; It can be used 
for a thousand years and the source 
is still undepleted. Behind and pre­ 
ceding every fresh move in the cam­ 
paign to draw power from our water­ 
ways there must be this same vol­ 
ume of records of the ways and ec­ 
centricities of each particular stream, 
gathered patiently over a long per­ 
iod of years. 
There is another form of reclama­ 
tion, 
too 
besides 
the wanning o( 


the desert lands of the west. There 
are in the United States more than 
70.000.000 acres of rich land that is 
useless because it is swampy 
and 
subject to overflow. 
The problem 
here is one of drainage, and in order 
to drain intelligently, it is necessary 
to have accurate knowledge of the 
capacity of the stream beds that are 
to carry that drainage, as w'ell as of 
the amount of their own waters they 
must carry in flood times. 
Otherwise 
the only result of a drainage scheme 
may be to dry one rich tract and 
flood the adjoining one. There will 
have been merely an exchange on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 
The whole w'ork of stream meas­ 
urement, which is patiently carried 
on all over the United States is one 
of great importance to the plain citi­ 
zen. and yet in most cases he does 
not even know it is going forward. 
It is one of those labors of science 
and engineering that lay their foun­ 
dations through 
long 
periods of 
painstaking effort, and only step into 
the light of public observation when 
a knowledge of some of their results 
is vitally necessary to the progress 
of industry and development.
